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Khrushchev's move became known, Prime Minister Macmillan 
said that once the Cuban situation is normalized, the way 
would be open for wider East-West negotiations, including 
talks on a nuclear test ban. 

The FT'ench showed cautious optimise, seeing the possi- 
bility of additional surprises. In Canada, Liberal leader 
^eaxfcoc remarked that if the settlement can lead to prog- 
ress on disarmament, "then we can be -even more gnteful to 
"President Kennedy for his firm stand." 

Korwegian Prime Minister Gerbardson said "This is an 
almost unbelievably happy outcooe of a situation that could 
have had the most disastrous consequences." Swedish For- 
eign Minister Xilson described the news as "enormously 
satisfying," while Bonn's All-German Affairs Minister Lemmer 
found it "wonderful, astounding . ** The opposition Trank - 
f urter Bundscbau warned, however, that Xbrushchev Null cer- 
tainly try to compensate for tbe direct retreat in Cuba 
with a diplomatic offensive at another place." But Berlin- 
•rs did not appear worried , and Mayer Brandt expressed the 
hope that his city "would feel something of the change which 
is going through the world . " 

The Copenhagen radic on 28 October expressed the view 
that tbe reason for Xhrusbcbev's "capitulation" was to be 
found in two events of the previous night: as alleged an- 
nouncement by Ambassador Stevenson to Allied ambassadors 
that tbe US would knock out tbe missile and bomber bases 
within 24 hours if work on their was not stopped forthwith- 
and the mobilization of US transport aircraft, "which could 
have no other meaning than that the US was preparing to oc- 
cupy the Soviet Cuban bases." 

Turkish Toreigr. Minister Zrkin bas bee- quoted by 
Agence France Presse as voicing his belief that tensions 
will "fade away" witi the dismantling of the cissile bases. 
Damascus radio broadcast that Prenier al-Azs has sect a 
cable to Khrushchev praising his "brave and noble" stand. 
A Japanese Government statement calls the latest Kennedy- 
ihrusbcbev exchange "a matter for much rejoicing." 
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
